Your moſt Eminent Phyſici- 
ans and Surgeons have been publickly exploded by you, treacherous to 
the Patients, ignorant of all Diſeaſes and Medicines: the Collegiates 
have ofren remonſtrated the numerous and the powerful Cauſes of the 
Calamities of all the Ranks of the Nation, Are there any Gentlemen 
of Reaſon and Honour, able to detect the malignant Diſeaſe, and 
apply the Sovereign Remedy ? 

But, the Day the moſt important Article of the Union was to be 

debated, a Petition of our Apothecaries was read for Permiſſion to 
practiſe Phyſick and Surgery. I had the Honour to be commanded to 
deliver the Reaſons of our Refuſal; That we are oblig'd to protect the 
Phyficians and Surgeons Properties, as we muſt defend our own E- 
Mates, and Titles, and Privileges : that, if we betray the moſt learned 
and uſeful Profeſſions, we ſhall by the Example deſtroy the Law and 
the Church; and in the Conſequence, our Univerſities muſt be a- 
bandon'd. and the Eſteem and Purſuit of Learning extinguiſh'd; that 
the Libertinage will encourage their Trade to increaſe prodigioully, 
and at laſt, ſtarve one another; that Millions of Native and Foreign 
Empiricks will break in on their Employment, and complete its De- 
fruction. . | 

Strange! (my United Sowth- Britains) the Hour of my Arrival to the 
Brinſk Parliament preſented me the Accompliſhment of our Prediction. 
My Kinſman, who had invited me to his Houſe, obſerv'd my Diſorder 
from the Fatigues of the redious Journey, withdrew, and brought his 
Apothecary. This good old Gentleman, he ſaid, has advis'd our Fa- 
mily theſe Fifty Years, he has more Patients and Experience than ten 
Phyficians and Surgeons in our Neighbourhood : Treats them from 
the Beginnings of all Diſeaſes; They are call'd in only in the moſt 
Dangerous near their End.

I 
geclar'd moſt ſolemnly, I never will, while I live, be advis'd, when 
the Numbers and Prices of all the Medicines ſhall only pay the Reward ; 
when 1ſaw, paſſing your Streets, eight or ten Shops in every one, and 
the Prentices prattling and playing; no Preparation making, not a Re- 
medy compounded , they are more numerous than the Sick. , 

I was ſurpriz'd. when the good old Gentleman embrac'd me with 
the greateſt Affection. when he wept for Joy, that he liv'd to ſee one of 
my Quality endow'd with Witdom to preſerve my Life, and the gene- 
rous puolick Spirit, to aſſert the Safety of the Royal Family, Nobility, 
Gent» and People. Tis only our taking no Fee, ſeeming to adviſe 
for Nothing, gives us the abſolute Power in the Houſes of the ode” 
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lity and Gentry, and makes us able to invade and oppreſs our Phyſick 
E ind Surgery. It is in our Power, (as you moſt wiſely foreſaw) to pay 


dur ſelves two or three Guincas a Day in the Wealthy, and one in 
he ordinary Houſes, above the real Values of the Remedies, to conti- 


he Phyſicians and Surgeons, who are call'd in late in the deplo-

N. B. The imminent Danger of the Invaſion will unite us, will rouſe 
our vigilance and Courage, when we r-flect, that we muſt die in all 
the moſt ſafe and ſecure Diſeaſes, without Hope of Relief in the moſt 
intricate and ſevere. 

F. B. All the Profeſſions and Arts, the Serious and the Amuſing muſt 
be fed and led by the Hand in their Infancy, will confpire in their Evi- 
dence, and aſſiſt us to make the ſureſt Judgment in the Cauſe. A 
young Gentleman buys a Commiſſion, he muſt be inſtructed by the Of- 
ficers, or learn from their Footmen and the Sutlers. The Profeſſors 
in the Univerſities do not inform the Students, what Authors 
give the moſt certain Obſervations of Human Nature, of the infi- 
nite Diſeaſes,which are expell'd by Nature alone, of the various Medicines 
and the Seaſons of applying them. The Phyſicians of many Years Ex- 
perience, with a Generofity almoſt peculiar to the Profeſſion, were the 


moſt candid Patrons of the young Practicers. The young A rrogants. 


now raiſe themſelves by inſulting their improv'd Learning, their Ob- 
ſervations of the Happy, or ill Succeſs of the various Methods and 
Medicines in all kinds of Diſeaſes. But they muſt have one or other 
to introduce them. Our Apothecaries of the different Deſigns, oblige 
them with the ſuitable Inſtructions. You muſt preſcribe the common 
Juleps and Boles, and three or tour ſorts of Apozemes, from 3o or 40 
Medicines, we have confin'd the Practice to. You muſt make the 
greateſt Pother with them, and Bliſters, and Scarifying, and Setons, 
to amuſe the Aſſiſtants, The greateſt Part in the common ſafe Di- 
Kempers will recover. You muſt pronounce every Eſcape a mighty 
Cure, ſhift off from a dangerous Buſineſs, but proclaim in all your 
Companies, you could have ſav'd the Life: If you find them reco- 
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vering in 2 or 3 days, ſhew your Care, and damn all the Medicines be 
fore preſcrib'd. How differenr was the Practice, when I came firſt to 
the City? The Phyſicians from the Univerſities, examin'd and applau- 
ded by the College (as the Clergy by the Biſhop) ſupported by the old 
practiſers, viſited all the numerous Caſes of the meaner People in their 
Neighbourhood, as the Gentlemen of the Gown open the Cauſes, and 
ad vile in the Purchaces of leſs value. The proportion'd Fees, and the 
Cheapneſs of the Medicines, introduc'd them to all the Families. The 
Succeſs was afſur'd by the frequent Converſe with the Patrons of theArt, 
by their Inſt ructions or Conſultations in the moſt Important. We 
were not then their dangerous Rivals or declar'd Enemies. Oar Sh 
were open to them, to confirm and improve their Skill in the Drugs, to 
examine their Qualities and Virtues, and Preparations, or to obſerve the 
Tryal of the New, or lately improv'd. The frequent endow'd Le- 
ures often conven'd the Collegiates. The Converſation diſcover'd the 
never-failing Methods to ſubdue the Epidemical malignant Fevers, the 
ſpecifick Medicines in the acute or moſt obſtinate Chronical Diſeaſes; 
hey may now debate their own Diſtmpers, if the Diſpenſary Poem has 
truly drawn by the Inſtructions of the Preſident, the Characters of 
the Mirmils, Quer poet, the Bards, Will it therefore ſurprize you, that we 
frequently foretel in the Chamber, that the Dr. we preſent to them; 
will order only this and the other Remedy, and Bliſters and Cupping, 
that the Gentlemen of Quality avow they can ſee no Difference, that 
their Apothecaries do as well as the moſt Arrogant? Shall the Gene- 
ral enter the Field to turn the flying Troops; or the Judge, when the 
Pleadings are ended ? Can they ever underſtand a Diſeaſe, when they 
are brought in by us, when all the natural Powers are ruMed and bro- 
ken; when the fatal Symptoms are firſt diſcoyer'd by the Artendants ? 

N. B. How eaſily are Fevers, as Fires, extinguiſhh by timely Care? 
How eafily are almoſt all Diſtempers prevented from the moſt dange- 
rous Symptomes ? Has the Royal Family, the Nobility, &c, the Phyſi- 
cians early Conduct ? How ſhall they ever know the Manners of the 
Invaſions of Diſeaſes, their Advances, the Ravages they make of the 
Natural Strength, when they have loſt the ten Thouſand Caſts of the 
Patients near them, who muſt ſtand in the Front, receive the Shocks 
of Diſcaſes, and protect the Life of the Royal Family, and the Nobi- 
lity? When ſhall their Phyſicians begin to underſtand them, when all the 
Novicesin all the Arts, are allow'd theirProportionsof Defeats and Blun- 
ders, eſpecially in the Practice which wants the experienc'd Patrons [n- 
ſtructions and Cautions? 

S. B, When the natural Tendencies to collect and ſeparate the mor- 
tify'd Humors (by which only Life can be preſerv'd in all Diſeaſes) 
by the different Evacuations are afſiſted, directed, or cantroul'd, if t 
vehement, the Diſeaſes ſhall be rendred more benign, the Ferments of 
the Humours to greater Malignities prevented, and a large Part evacu- 
ated the firſt Days, the Feeble remaining ſubdu'd by the internal Mo- 
tion of the Blood. When they are ſuddenly brought to the unhappy 
Turn of the Diſeaſe, what can we expect from their Obſervations and 
Advice only in the Morning, when after the Storm during the Night, 
all the Symptoms are allay'd ? While the Medicines preſcrib'd are pres 
paring, they often begin to rage more violently, ſeize on the Brain, 
the Breaſt, the Bowels. The Medicines may be in the Evening deftruy 
Give, The ſalutary Excluſion of the Humoury may be fatall y Kopt, or 
the Eyacuation fatally promoted by chem.

N. B. I remember you afferted, That the Phyficians are confin'd to 
30 or 40 vulgar Remedies always ready in the Shop, to be mix'd and 
divided into the Doſes. I ſuppoſe, becauſe you are engag'd in the ad- 
viſing and attending your own Patients, and cannot attend to any new, 
or nice, or difficult Preparation, how can they apply them to the many 
different Indications of Cure ? 
S. B. It's now thought unbecoming the Pyſicians to examine all the 
Chymical and Galenical Preparations, and ſelect the beſt ot both. We 
have many Years paſt, deter'd them from that moſt neceflary Part of 
their Art, We have theretore, often in the court of Requeſts, and in the 
private Families, publiſh'd their lamentable Ignorance, that it they ha- 
Zard the Preſcription of any but the common Receipts, the Colours, the 
Scents, the Taſts, the Conſiſtences expoſe them to the Laughter 
or Pity of our Prentices, that they muſt be redreſt by us, before they 
are tient to the Patients. And we may ſend in what Remedies we 
pleale, wirnour the Dread of their Diſcovery of the Fallacy. You will be 
inform'd, that 5 Eminent Apothecaries Preparations, now of the moſy 
general Uſe, were condemn'd in our Hall, vilely ſophoſticated, wanting 
every deareſt Ingredient; that 3 or 4 Apothecaries ſupply'd the Army 
in Ireland with the moſt infamous Drugs, confeſt 1 the Druggiſt ; that 
our Gentry often debate, whoſe Apothecary has the beſt Things ; but 
our Phyſicians never diſtinguiſh, if the Bol, or Julep, or Powder, or Pill 
which are mixt by theirOrder, of 8fſor 10 Preparations, are compounded 
of the beſt or the worſt Ingredients,, cannot be aſſur'd, if the Bark, the 
Laudanum, the Spirits or Tintwres are good; whether the Ignorance of 
the Diſeaſe, or the horrible Remedy prevented the Cure. The College 
lately voted the Neceſſity of compoſing a new Diſpenſatory, rejecting 1 
worſt Preparations, and ſubſtituting the moſt rational and efficacious, 
which the 3 experimental Philoſophy in all the other Parts of 
Europe has diſcover'd, but the modern Learning is of no Uſe to them 
and the People: Diſeaſe and Medicines can only be known by the moſt 
diligent Obſervations and Experiences. 

N. B. Are not the Gentry able to detect the Impoſture ? 

S. B. They have many Years ſuſpected it ; In almoſt all Diſeaſes, fly 
for Help to the experienc'd Preparations of their Families communica- 
ted to them, before our Phyſick and Surgery were corrupted and de- 
bas'd. But when we and the Artiſts combine to diſguiſe the Fraud, 
how eaſily will the Amuſement prevent the Conviction? If the Fevers 
are attempted to be cur'd by Acids, the Chymical Corroſives are us'd, 
whoſe Force the Metals cannot reſiſt; they operate with too much Vi- 
olence, precipitate and colliquate the Blood. If by Alkaties, what Suc- 
ceſs will you hope, unleſs the Conſtitution can expel the eafie Diſorder, 
when 1000 Doſes may be taken without any ſort of Operation; and the 
Bexoar is demonſtrated by the beſt Phyſicians of ha Age, and many 
late Experiments to be indiflolvable, which the moſt corroſive Chymi- 
cal Spirits cannot penetrate, Not many Years paſt, 3 Medicines only 


pretended to conquer all Diſeaſes whatever, with our Cordials, defign'd 
only to fall the vacancies. 


VN. B. What are the Remedies we want? 
S. 3. You know the Bark is a powerful Specifick in all intermitting 
Fevers, which mixt with the Blood ſubdues its efferveſcence, but it 
muſt be fatal, when the Humours are malignant and detain'd by it. 
The College therefore in the Poem complains, That the Art is dwindled 
into the meer Craft of deceiving the Sick with few vulgar Compoſitions; 
but it wants the generous Specificks or Alteratives, that the great En- 
quiries or the Recovery of them, have been lately expell'd the Practice.

Zlood : The happy Application and Union of the Qualitics of the Me- 
dicines cannot fail to reſtore the Natural and Healthy Craſis. They 
preſent us the abundant Plenty of the Degrees of thole Qualities mixr 
and compounded in the vaſt varieties of their Vertues, the Magazine of 
Medicine, Providence has provided to prevent and ſubdue all Diſeaſes. 
Chymiſtry has unfortunately attempted to improve them by ſeparating 
and deſtroying the Divine Compoſitions. The ſeparated Principles cannot 
unite with the Blood. act on it with the moft vehement Imprefkons, are 
only of the nobleſt uſe in the rare Caſes, when the Salutary Violence is 
demanded, as the Burnings and [ncihons of Surgery, are molt neceflary to

All the Vinow, and Volatile and Agi Spi- 
rits are but three Medicines diftering only in the Degrees of one Quality. 

The unfermented Oyls are only diſcriminated by the being more or lets di- 

luted. All the fixe Salta are only varied by the Circumſtances of their 

Fuſion. The Magilteries and Calcinattons are a deed unactive Earth, when 

Jou except the Preparations of the Minerals. The greater part of the Ad- 

ditions of the crafty Arabiuns to the molt rational Pharmacy are the moſt 

abſurd Medicines in theWorld. Moſt of the Conſerves and D pretend 

only to prevent the trouble of preparing the molt generous Remedies, 

the Extratts, Infuſions and Decoftions. but are the molt oppreſiive in the 

Stomach, the moſt corroſive corrupters of the Blood, The largeſt 

Part of their Compoſitions is infamous from the horrible tumults of 
the contrary Qualities of 30, 100 Ingredients in one,controuling and de- 
ſtroying one another's Efficacies. 

N. B. The moſt Self- evident and ſerious Truths! The noble Speciſick, 
the Bark, muſt be taken without Addition, Powder'd, or, infus'd or 
decocted, or extracicd,ſhall it be debas'd by Sugar to a Conſe;ve or Syrup 3 
or Dili to a Simple vappid Water, Or to a Brandy Spirit from a fermented

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Liquor ? Shall the ſtronger Fire force over the ſtinking &y! ? The wonderfy 
Compotition of its Principles is vitiated or wanting, or corrupted þ 
their brutiſh Gookeries of the ador'd Specifick, Surgery will uſe th 
Oyls, or the Subtilizations of them by Fermentation in the Vinous $, 
rits on the rare Occafions, but the Fomentations, and all the oths 
Topical confeſs their powerful Opecations from the preſery'd entin 
Qualities of the Vegetables. How ridiculous are the Purſuits of Chi 
miſtry, defign'd only for ſurprize and the Pleaſures of Amuſement! 
How vain the Ambition to out-do by our Artifices the inimitah 
Maſter-pieces of Nature? How unhappy are the Great and Noble, pom 
in their Confinement to the enjoyment of the 'Trifles they reſerve 9 
themſelves?

Principles. If there are 30 Plants in the Compound Water, and 23 
Aromatick; you have 25 Oyls with the ſmatch only of the a of 
the Plant: Every Oyl muſt vehemently inflame, raiſe the Na u- 
ſea's and Flatulencies, and the Tempeſts of Wind they are pretended 
to break. The good Sence therefore of our Gentlemen and Porters 
prefer the Simple Spirit, or the Infuſions Rattafias and Vſquebaugh before 
them, and the ſureſt Succels in all the windy and Phlegmatick Colicks 
ſupports their Judgment, Shall our Arrogant Phyſicians and Surgeons 
be able to appoint none of the Appropriate Remedies, but theſe molt of- 
ſenſi ve Punches, in all the Hours of all the Diſeaſes of all the Conſti- 
tutionsand Ages! The Appropriate Alteratives, either the Watery Oyly, 
or the Wavery Sweet, or the Sweet Acids, or the Acid bitter in the moſt a- 
grecable Animal Liquor lately preſented from the moſt efficacions Plants 
of the Field, and the more agreeble Liquors, whoſe Oyls are attem- 

erated by the other Principles, ſhall abate every Hour the deputary 
Motion of theBlood in all the inflammatory Diſeaſes, reject a part of the 
Recrements, every Hour, by the Pores, by Urine or the Bowels, and 
gradually reduce the ferment to the Natural Temper, and make the 
juſtCrifis by Sweats,and the otherEvacuations or the Cutaneous or Glan- 
dularSeparations. When we ſhallhave this and a thouſand other Reforma- 
tions, the Phyſicians and Surgeons oblig'd to learn, and preſcribe the 
moſt uſeful Medicines, the Apothecaries carefully preparing the Reme- 
dy adapted to the Circumſtances of each Caſe and Conſtitution : The 
People will generouſly reward our Induſtry, we ſhall not inſult and de- 
troy the Profeſſions to make our Reprizals on them, becauſe Millions 
of Empiricks, the daring Privateers and Pirates on our Trade, inyade 
and plunder us. 


My dear United Britains, 

I aſſur'd my good old Gentleman at parting, that War. ſhall be pro- 
claim'd againſt the wicked Empiricks, that their Defeat ſhall give the 
firſt Triumph to Great Britain. Tho' they are as numerous as the 
French in Flandess, our Gentlemen of Honout and Vertue, (if every 
one cares only for himſelf) will bravely attack their Intrenchments, 
when their Courage ſhall be enflam'd, after reading the Memoirs of 
the Engliſh Practice, preſented to me by all the Phyſicians and Surge- 
ons of Integrity. When the Arabian Chymiſtry had preſented to Europe the 
admirable vinows and volatile Spirits, ns the Oyls, : acid Spi ite, and the 
fit Salts, which juſtly apply'd, exert the almoſt miraculous Powers 
the firſt reviving the almoſt dead vital Flame. the other inſtantly ex- 
tinguiſhing the Fire of the Blood in the Doſe of few Drops and Grains : 
Millions of Empiricks peſter'd Ita). France, Germany: Every one pretended 
to his own Diſcovery and laborious Preparation of a ſupernatural Re- 
medy, each Drop; demanded the Peice of Gold, the Reward of its 
Title and Atchievements : An Army of Emprricks, as the old Saxons, in- 
vaded our Iſland. The Princes and Nobility, (who is ſecure from the 
Enchantments of the Craft of Phyfick?) admir'd and applauded them, 
decry'd all the Learning, and Obſervations, and Medicines of the Pra- 
ctiſers refufing to rely on them in all theDiſeaſes of Mankind.

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| Our glorious Patron of Learning, K. Henry VIII. the Lords and 
Commons, (Ann. Dom. 1324.) Eſtabliſh'd, by Law, the College, and 
the Surgeons Company, avow in the Act, that they dread the moſt 
publick Calamities impending on the Nation, if they expoſe the Life of 
theSubjects tolIndertakers, not examin'd whether they underſtand the in- 
numerable Diſeaſes, and the cautious Uſe of the Medicines, Secondly, 
If the Advilſers receive their Reward from their Arbitrary Numbers and 
Rates of the Doles, obtruded on all Diſorders whatſoever.

My dear Britains, I afſure you, Providence can never fail in the abun- 
dant Proviſion of all things neceſſary to ſupport Life. Have the Peo- 
ple the Property, and the juſt Right and Demand of our Care of the 
Plenty of Bread and the other Foods? The moſt ſovereign Medicines 
are equally the eaſie Purchaſe of the Poor, or the Charity of the 
Wealthy. I appeal to your Experience of the Medicines prepar'd in the 
Houſes ; of the Quantities bought of the Apothecary, Chymiſt, Drug- 
giſt, or the Compoſitions imported by the Merchants,of our Hoſpitals, 
where many thouſand Patients are yearly medicin'd at the Expence of a 
Nobleman's Family.

They did not in the firſt 
Moments decree the Methods of Bleeding, Vomiting, Purging, the 
8 or 10 ſweating Doſes for the ſucceeding 24 Hours. But they warily 
obſerv'd the Pulſe, the Heat, the natural Evacuations by the Pore, 
Urine, or the Bowels; the next View demonſtrated the Blood now de- 


purating it ſelf, the Salutary Evacuation begun, or the continued Eva- 


cuation rejecting the morbid Humors, abating the Fury of the Diſeaſe, 
and promiſing the Victory. The other Artifice produces its wonderful 
Effects. The different Conditions gave the half Fee in the Chronical 
Diſeaſes at the Phyſicians Houſe. They did not ad viſe the poor Gentle- 
men at the Tipling-Houſes, without che Informations of the Urine, an 
Hour before a Part of the Blood, and the ſureſt Meſſenger from it, ex- 
amin'd with the other Evidences. 

Shall we then, my dear South Britains, conclude with the Gentlemen of 
Quality and the Remonſtrance of the College in the Pocm, that the 
Modern Phyfick is a Dangerous Craft, and put it down, as the R 
Al- Oak- Lottery, or reſtore it to its ö chi and Sufficiency. The Diſ- 
eaſe is known, and the Remedy moſt obvious, the exceſſive diſpropor- 
tion'd increaſe of the Apothecaries, and the Oppreſſive Invaſion of 
their Property by the infinite Empirics. In all the wiſe Government 
in Europe they are pre aged from their multiplication pernicious to 
themſelves and the Profeſſion and People. The 114 in the Charter(An.1616.) 
increaſt by the 2 or F Prentices in every ſhop, had fill'd all the 
ſtreets of the City and the Villages about it. In their Diſtreſs from the 
uacks and themſelves, the Court-Phyſicians, 
and a ſmall part then of theCollegiates propos'd to go ſnacks with them, 
taking the half of the 20 or 30, or 4c/. from all the Fevers and theSmall- 
Pox, c. the moſt eaſie and ſecure, as the moſt perplex'd and hazar- 
dous, and 100 or 200 l. in the long Diſorders. How can it be? But what 


cannot the combination of 2 Artiſts atchieve ? The vulgar Medicines 


are only to beus'd; the Cordials, Sweaters, Sleepers, &c, Inſtead of 
their Mixtures and Diviſions in the Family trom the then known and 
cheap Quantities, all muſt be parted by the Apothecary into little 
Doſes. They are diſguis'd from their Knowledge by contriv'd Pompous 
Names, in the Latin Preſcription. Every Doſe muſt be pretended 
to be a rare and pretious thing, all the Boles and Powders avow'd to 
be compounded with Bexoar, tho' the ten thouſandth Part is not im- 
ported, and all the Juleps in all Diſorders muſt be enrich'd with 
Perle, inferior to many of the moſt plentiful Alkalies, That the Pre- 
ſcript may ſwell to the admired Bulk and Grandeur, the common Me- 
dicines, which are each perfect and compleat for the reſpective 


Intentions, muſt be jumbled together 20 or 40 in each Doſe. whoſe In- 
gredients may make 300 or 400 Drugs in each Medicine. You ſee My dear 
South Britains, That the firſt Great Law of Nature is violatcd, that, 
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the Bark, its Soveraign Medicines in all the other Afflictions 
all not be affronted and diſturbed by the abſurd additions, which 
rtainly make the benign Diſtempers moſt fatal, and the dangerous 
oft deadly. The Phyficians and Surgeons then confeſt, that 
ey kill'd rhe Patients and their Arts and Societies, bur they would 
their Time, they had the greater Fee for the Morning V tht only, they 
d the enjoyment of good Company. The Apothecaries had the 
re of the Symptoms of the Evening and Night, the Medicines muſt 
talen at the appointed Hours, or new directed by them, or from 
cir Report of the greater or new Diſtreſs to the Phyſician. The Con- 
irators generouſly Geſkow'd the meaner Patients on the A pothecaries, 
id aflum'd the Grandeur of treating only the Diſeaſes of Quality and 
ſealth. But when the terrible Payments of the Bill made the Fees 
ſupportable, the Houſes were compell'd to uſe the Apothecaries in al 
ales, till the Life is deſpair'd of, who then appoint the molt choice Phy- 
cian, Is it not inevitable, that the Men of the Character of the Mir- 
ils, Querpo's, and the Bards, ſhall atteſt that there is no Omiſſion or 
ommiſſion in the Method of Cure the Patient has been under, that 
hey communicate their Knowledge and all their Medicines * They 
all be diſcarded if they abate the number of the Doſes of the now 
o vulgar Medicines of the Shop, if they preſume to reſtore the Ap- 
ropriate Specificks, which muſt. govern the Cure of Diſeaſes. It is not 
mpoſſible (my BRITAINS) to find our the Redreſs of your Cala- 
nities ; Your Anceſtors have reſerv'd many of the infallible Medicines 
png fince abdicated, and thy have bequeathed to you their care of the 
ublick, and their Wiſdom to preſerve it. Their firſt care was to ſup- 
ort the Fidelity, and Induſtry, to improve the Science of the young 
hyficians, warranted to the People, as the Judges of the Circuits, as 
he Coins and Meaſures, The Charters preclude the Hoſpitals from 
ſurping the Diſeaſes from the Phyſicians and Surgeons care. They 
re commanded to receive only the maim'd and wounded Seamen and 
oldiers, or the Caſualties of the City: They foreſaw the Dangers of 
he Diſeas'd from the rude conveyance to them: from the ſtench of the 
ooms, by the exceſſive Numbers, and the Scents of Dreſſings: from the 
lep broken, by the Groans of the Pain'd and Departing, and the cla- 
orous Artendance: from the groſs Diet as in the Houtes of Labour: 
rom the uſe of the vulgar Remedies only, and the ſuſpected cruel Re- 
ulal of the juſt Proportions: from the rare and confus'd Advices of the 
hyſicians and Surgeons, The Clergy, who in the Spittal Sermons, re- 
dort the Reſtrictions of their Charity to the wounded and maim'd, 
vill revive in the Citizens the Ancient Uſage, when the Poor were ſaved 
y the hourly care of their Phyſicians and Surgeons, obſerving the 
endency of each Diſeaſe, and the Powers of the Remedies, with the 
affectionate Attendance of the Houſes, the undiſturbed Repoſes in the 
\ir not corrupted, the Diet adjuſted to all the Conſtitutions, and the 
ſteady uſe of the Specifick Medicines, This Charity will introduce the 
Rewards given to the Phyſicians and Surgeons in all the Cities of Eu- 
oe, with the Aſſurance, that this Method only can raiſe Phyſick and 
urgery to the greateſt Perfection, and the Applauſes of the Calami- 
tous near them reliev'd by their Bounty. The Univerſities and the Clergy 
vil animate your Zeal to protect the Profeſſions eſtabliſh'd by Law. The

Ruin of Phyfick and Surgery, who are elevated and ſunk by the Ap 
thecaries, and mult therefore, with the moſt infamous Treachery, 4 
fault and deſtroy one the other, and their Profeſſions: That the Phy, 
ficians and Surgeons near the Court, had never ſeen the Riſe and Pro 
greſs of any Diſeaſe, had tamper'd only with the common Receipts a 
30 vulgar Remedies, almoſt always fatal to the may, 1 Family, 
the Nobility, and Millions of the People?
